Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the amendment filed with the RCE on July 18, 2008 and 
the additional language directed to the additional language in claims 1 and 19 that sets forth the conduit wall due to its 
thickness is insufficiently sturdy such that the conduit would exerience a substantial internal volume change as a result 
of the wall deforming due to fluctuations in pressure within the conduit from the patient breathing, and that the elongate 
reinforcing member reinforces against these substantial changes in volume. It was argued that Darling would require a 
wall thick enough to prevent damage under stresses during ejection and that modification of such wall to be made 
thinner as modified would not be capable of preventing these stresses and therefore would teach away from the 
modification. The examiner agrees with this assessment. With respect to Dryden, the response of July 18, 2008 does 
not as specifically spell out differences between the prior art and the claims as they now appear, however, the 
examiner will take into account the arguments offered in the request for reconsideration of December 7, 2007 in that 
the language added to the amendments were made on July 18, 2008 to overcome the examiner's discussion of Dryden 
where the examiner held that the claim language did not support the arguments directed at the application of Dryden 
as modified by Gray. With the current amendment of July 18, 2008 the claims now have support for these arguments 
and such arguments of December 7, 2007 would appear in light of the current amendment and remarks to overcome 
the rejection under Dryden in view of Gray. Pending further search and consideration, the application may be in 
condition for allowance .
